Sir: 


I  refer  to  your  recent  communication  requesting  forms 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  new  visa  procedure.  If  you 
will  inform  the  Department  regarding  the  names,  ages,  ad¬ 
dresses,  and  places  of  birth  of  the  prospective  visa  applicants, 
and  will  state  whether  you  are  interested  in  the  persons  in 
question  as  a  sponsor  or  as  an  intermediary,  you  will  be  advised 
concerning  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  cases  in  which 
you  are  interested. 

If  the  persons  in  whom  you  are  interested  reside  in  Germany, 
Italy,  or  in  German  or  Italian  territory  where  no  American  con¬ 
sular  visa  services  are  available,  no  steps  may  be  taken  at  this 
time  with  a  view  to  providing  them  with  visas  for  admission  into 
the  United  States. 

In  the  event,  however,  that  the  persons  in  question,  if 
residing  in  such  territory,  should  proceed  to  some  other  territory 
where  they  will  be  able  to  apply  at  an  American  consular  office 
for  visas,  a  further  communication  may  be  sent  to  the  Department 
requesting  advice  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  presenting 
the  cases  for  consideration.  The  cases  should  not  be  taken  up 
with  the  Department,  however,  until  definite  information  can  be 
furnished  to  show  that  the  persons  in  question  have  actually 
arrived  in  the  territory  where  they  will  apply  for  visas  or  have 
made  actual  travel  arrangements,  and  in  this  connection  have 
assurance  that  they  will  be  granted  exit  permits  and  visas  to 
enable  them  to  proceed  to  the  country  v/here  they  will  apply 
for  American  visas*

We  h»ve  been  very  much  disappointed  in  not  having 
heard  anything  from  my  brother  for  a  very  long 
time  and  would  like  to  know  definitely  if  all 
the  parers  necessary  h®ve  be-^n  sent  him  as  yet. 

Tf  so,  I  desire  to  have  some  proof  of  it,  as 
you  will  understand,  I  am  very  anxious  to  hear 
word  from  him  that  he  is  to  leave  soon. 

The  last  time  we  did  hear  from  him,  he  was 
ready  to  leave  and  was  wa'ting  for  tne  papers 
you  should  have  sent  him,  but  failed  to  do  so. 

If  thinsrs  were  oroperly  adjusted  when  the  matter 
wps  first  started,  Joseph  would  have  already 
been  here. 

Is  there  any  reason,  in  your  opinion,  which 
may  be  detaining  our  communications  between  the 
United  States  and  China?  As  tils  matter  was  put 
into  your  hands  we  w^sh  it  to  be  completed  in  the 
way  in  which  it  was  planned.  Flease  look  into 
th*s  matter  further  and  let  us  know  if  any  furthe 
developments  take  place.

In  ansv/er  to  your  letter,  please  be  informed  that  your 
brother  does  not  write  to  you  as  he  has  nothing  to  write 
about,  as  no  doubt,  he  received  the  papers  and  is  expecting 
to  get  his  visa  from  the  American  Consul. 

No  doubt,  your  brother  is  awaiting  a  reply  from  the  Consul 
about  his  visa.  You  can  be  assured  that  if  your  brother  did 
not  receive  the  papers  from  me,  he  would  write  to  you  every 
month  asking  what  happened  with  the  papers. 

I  have  written  a  letter  to-day  to  your  brother,  and  have 
sent  the  same  by  Air  tail.  In  my  letter  I  have  enclosed  an 
International  Coupon  to  your  bother,  who  will  exchange  it  for 
a  regular  postage  stamp  to  put  on  the  letter  which  he  will  write 
either  to  me  or  to  you. 

I  have  also  written  a  letter  to  the  Department  of  State  in 
/ashington,  D.  C.  asking  them  to  give  me  the  place  of  residence 
of  the  American  Consul  who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  city  of 
Harbin,  and  country  of  Hanchuko. 

Just  as  soon  as  I  receive  a  reply  and  address,  I  shall  send 
a  letter  to  the  Consul  asking  him  to  inform  me  whether  your  brother 
has  brought  in  the  affidavits,  and  whether  he  will  be  able  to  get 
his  visa  soon. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  nothing  to  do  only  wait  until 
one  of  us  gets  a  letter  from  your  brother,  which  I  believe  will 
come  in  a  short  time.
